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Introduction 

The  educational  and  ethical  value  of  the  observance  of 
festivals  and  anniversaries  is  an  accepted  fact.  By  this 
means  we  recall  the  lives  of  great  men  and  women, 
heroic  deeds,  great  and  moving  events.  To  the  child  it 
may  mean  the  awakening  of  patriotism,  of  reverence  for 
heroic  qualities,  and  the  development  of  the  historic  sense. 

State  governments  have  recognized  this  value  by  setting 
aside  certain  anniversaries  and  festivals  for  observance, 
until  they  have  become  known  as  national  holidays.  The 
public  schools  do  their  part  in  celebrating  these  with  fit- 
ting exercises.  The  public  library  has  a  twofold  duty  in 
this  connection :  first,  to  aid  and  supplement  the  observ- 
ance in  the  schools;  second,  to  avail  itself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  call  attention  to  good  books  and  interesting  sub- 
jects for  reading  and  study  too  often  overlooked.  Pic- 
tures, bulletins,  reading  lists,  and  book  displays  are  the 
means  which  may  be  employed  to  this  end. 

Anniversaries  and  festivals  may  be  divided  into  two 
groups :  first,  the  more  important  ones  which  are  most 
generally  observed,  such  as  Hallowe'en,  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas,  Washington's  birthday,  etc.  It  is  rarely  nec- 
essary to  direct  attention  to  these,  and  the  problem  of 
the  librarian  becomes  that  of  making  limited  material  fill 
an  almost  unlimited  demand  for  recitations,  plays,  pic- 
tures, and  programs.     The  wise  librarian  will  have  these 
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celebrations  in  mind  throughout  the  year  and  at  the  time 
when  the  routine  work  is  lightest,  prepare  a  holiday  index 
on  cards  and  collect  such  material  as  may  appear  from 
time  to  time  in  periodicals,  newspapers,  and  advertising 
pamphlets.  This  may  be  mounted  and  kept  in  pamphlet 
boxes  ready  for  annual  use  and  will  prove  an  invaluable 
supplement  to  the  material  found  in  books  and  in  the  reg- 
ular periodical  files. 

To  the  second  group  belong  the  lesser  festivals,  anni- 
versaries of  historical  events  seldom  remembered,  and 
birthdays  of  noted  men  and  women.  These  can  be  used 
as  occasions  upon  which  to  call  attention  to  much  of  the 
interesting  material  which  has  been  published  about 
them,  to  advertise  the  library's  treasures,  and  to  sug- 
gest new  lines  of  reading  to  its  patrons.  There  is  an 
educational  value  in  this  work  for  librarians  as  well  as 
readers,  in  that  it  teaches  them  .the  resources  of  their 
own  books,  trains  their  artistic  sense  and  ingenuity,  and 
shows  them  the  importance  of  small  things. 

The  magazines  for  the  year  1909  are  filled  with  arti- 
cles concerning  the  various  men  whose  anniversaries  are 
celebrated  in  this  remarkable  centenary  year.  The  gen- 
eral interest  that  these  celebrations  arouse,  and  the  fre- 
quent observance  of  the  "Seventieth  birthdays"  of  promi- 
nent men  and  women  now  living  are  significant  of  public 
pleasure  in  such  hero  worship,  of  which  librarians  should 
take  advantage. 

With  the  picture  bulletin,  which  need  be  in  many  cases 
merely  a  portrait  neatly  mounted,  should  be  posted  a 
short  reading  list,  which  may  include  both  books  and 
magazine  articles.  If  the  bulletin  is  designed  for  the 
children's  room,  the  material  listed  should  be  elementary 
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enough  to  be  within  their  understanding.  The  files  of 
St.  Nicholas  will  be  found  invaluable  for  short  and  in- 
teresting articles  which  the  younger  portion  of  the  li- 
brary's patrons  will  enjoy. 

A  dignified  presentation  of  a  subject  in  bulletin  form 
is  also  valuable  for  adults.  The  birthdays  of  our  great 
novelists  may  be  made  the  occasion  for  displays  of  their 
works  with  illustrations  of  characters  and  scenes  de- 
picted in  them,  which  may  be  taken  from  worn  out  books 
or  magazine  illustrations  such  as  those  which  accompany 
Howell's  Heroines  of  fiction  in  Harper's  bazaar,  from 
May,  1900,  to  June,  1901.  It  is  seldom  advisable,  how- 
ever, to  call  attention  to  recent  fiction  in  this  way. 

In  addition  to  the  subjects  for  the  bulletin  brought  out 
in  the  calendar  which  follows,  there  are  various  season- 
able topics  upon  which  reading  lists  may  be  prepared  with 
appropriate  pictures  to  accompany  them,  such  as: 

Spring — Logging,  maple  sugar  making,  gardening. 

Summer — Commencement;  outdoor  sports,  such  as 
tennis,  golf,  canoeing,  yachting,  fishing,  etc. ;  sugar  in- 
dustry, irrigation. 

Fall — Harvesting,  nutting,  hunting,  foot  ball. 

Winter — Ice  harvests,  winter  sports  in  other  lands,  fire- 
side travels. 

Pictures  illustrating  current  events  of  general  interest 
may  be  obtained  from  duplicate  copies  of  magazines  and 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board.  Country  life  in  America 
and  World's  work  provide  admirable  pictures  for  the 
changing  seasons  and  current  events. 

The  various  saints'  days  listed  in  the  calendar  will  fur- 
nish an  occasion  for  calling  attention  to  interesting  ma- 
terial in  legend,  verse,  and  picture.     Among  the  books

listed  on  pages  13-14  are  several  which  will  supply  much 
information  concerning  these  saints  and  their  days. 

Boards  and  Mounts 

A  thin  pine  backing  on  the  wall,  covered  with  burlap 
or  denim  of  a  good  color,  and  framed  to  match  the  wood 
work  of  the  room,  makes  an  attractive,  inexpensive  back- 
ground. It  should  have  a  conspicuous  place  either  by 
the  main  entrance  or  by  the  desk.  The  ends  of  cases  and 
stacks  may  be  utilized  to  advantage  in  many  libraries. 
In  the  children's  room  unused  top  shelves  may  be 
screened,  and  in  addition,  a  bulletin  space  which  is  low 
enough  for  the  very  little  people  to  see,  should  be  pro- 
vided. Continued  interest  will  best  be  insured  by  fre- 
quent changes  in  the  pictures  displayed. 

Ingrain  papers  or  cardboard  in  various  neutral  shades, 
such  as  may  be  obtained  from  a  picture  dealer,  are 
usually  preferred  for  mounts.  Care  must  be  taken  that 
there  is  harmony  between  the  picture  and  its  back  ground. 
Gray  makes  the  best  foundation  for  black  and  white  but 
for  colored  pictures,  some  subdued  color  which  is  pre- 
dominant in  the  pictures  may  be  selected. 

A  subject  may  be  developed  by  several  pictures  on  a 
large  mount,  by  a  number  of  pictures  mounted  singly  and 
grouped  on  the  board,  or  by  a  single  picture,  if  it  is  of 
good  size  and  of  sufficient  importance. 

In  summing  up,  it  should  be  said  that  except  in  rare  in- 
stances, the  more  elaborate  attempts  at  picture  bulletins 
fail,  from  an  artistic  point  of  view,  to  justify  the  time 
spent  in  their  composition.  Let  the  librarian  with  the 
developed  artistic  sense  exercise  it  in  this  way,  but  by 
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the  majority,  the  display  of  pictures  must  be  considered 
as  a  means  to  an  end,  its  chief  purpose  to  attract  atten- 
tion. Keeping  this  always  in  view,  there  are  certain 
characteristics  which  the  successful  bulletin  must  have: 
it  must  be  clearly  lettered,  harmonious  in  color,  and  sim- 
ple in  line.  It  is  in  this  latter  qualification  that  most 
picture  bulletins  fail.  Crowding  is  the  most  deplorable 
and  most  common  fault  in  bulletin  making.  The  point 
of  the  bulletin  is  not  in  the  number  of  pictures  that  can 
be  displayed,  but  in  the  definite  idea  presented. 

Reading  Lists 

Reading  lists  posted  for  public  use,  whether  accom- 
panying a  bulletin  or  otherwise,  should  be  selective  rather 
than  inclusive,  as  too  much  material  is  confusing  to  the 
average  reader  and  only  the  best  should  be  offered.  The 
librarian,  however,  should  keep  in  an  official  file,  com- 
pete and  up-to-date  lists  of  all  the  material  on  popular 
topics  which  the  library  contains,  as  a  reserve  upon  which 
to  draw  if  additional  information  is  wanted. 

Short  bibliographies  which  have  appeared  in  public 
library  bulletins  and  elsewhere  on  many  of  the  names, 
events,  and  seasons  of  this  calendar  have  been  listed,  and 
if  desired,  may  be  obtained  from  the  libraries  issuing 
them  by  exchange,  for  the  amount  of  postage,  or  for  a 
small  charge. 

In  preparing  this  list,  no  effort  has  been  made  to  main- 
tain absolute  uniformity  in  the  character  of  the  refer- 
ences included.  The  magazine  articles  have  been  largely 
selected  with  regard  to  their  value  and  availability  as 
illustrative  material  for  the  picture  bulletin,  and  are  for 
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the  most  part  in  magazines  issued  since  1900.  Occa- 
sional references  are  given,  however,  to  unillustrated  and 
older  articles,  and  to  books,  which  are  offered  as  sugges- 
tions for  the  reading  list.  The  needs  of  the  children 
have  been  considered,  and  analytics  included  for  some  of 
the  more  elementary  books  which  will  be  found  in  most 
juvenile  collections.  Simple  forms  for  name  entry  have 
been  selected. 

In  the  case  of  the  more  important  anniversaries  and 
holidays  the  effort  has  been  to  supplement  rather  than 
duplicate  the  work  of  Mr.  McCurdy  in  his  Bibliography 
of  articles  relating  to  holidays. 

It  is  not  intended,  of  course,  that  any  one  library  will 
observe  all,  or  even  a  large  percentage  of  the  anniver- 
saries listed.  The  dates  are  suggestive  for  future  years 
as  well  as  for  present  use,  and  offer  an  opportunity  for 
choice.

Sources  of  Illustrative  Material 

Consider  everything  in  the  way  of  an  illustration,  but 
do  not  save  everything.  The  value  of  a  bulletin  depends 
largely  on  the  selection  of  pictures.  This  is  the  day  of 
illustration  and  of  teaching  through  illustration.  Pic- 
tures abound  in  every  magazine,  and  duplicate  copies  of 
current  numbers,  as  well  as  files  for  recent  years,  can 
generally  be  secured  in  a  community,  if  the  librarian  will 
let  her  needs  be  known.  Odd  numbers  of  magazines 
can  also  be  obtained  by  applying  to  the  publishers,  or 
through  the  magazine  "clearing  houses"  which  have  been 
established  by  various  library  commissions. 

Masters  in  art,  published  by  Bates  and  Guild  Co.  42 
Chauncy  St.  Boston,  Mass.  is  a  valuable  monthly  publi- 
cation giving  reproductions  of  works  of  art.  Each  num- 
ber is  a  monograph  and  gives  in  addition  to  illustrations, 
a  sketch  and  bibliography  of  the  artist  treated. 

Publishers'  announcements,  booksellers'  catalogues, 
guides  and  advertising  matter  issued  by  railroad  and 
steamship  companies  and  tourist  agencies,  are  of 
great  value  in  this  work.  Watch  the  advertising  pages 
of  the  magazines  for  notes  on  new  illustrated  circulars 
and  guide  books,  and  send  for  all  material  ottered* 
Book  jackets,  posters  of  books  and  magazines,  and  maga- 
zine covers,  are  very  effective  in  bulletin  display  and  take 
little  time  to  arrange.  They  frequently  illustrate  topics 
of  the  day,  seasonable  events,  or  holidays. 
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Every  library  should  keep  on  file  the  latest  catalogues 
of  the  firms  that  deal  in  inexpensive  pictures,  which  sup- 
plement admirably  the  material  gathered  from  the  sources 
mentioned.  These  pictures  reproduce  famous  paintings, 
portraits  of  authors,  musicians,  artists,  statesmen,  and 
other  well-known  men,  and  views  of  places  which  are 
admirable  for  bulletin  use.

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The  two  series  of  articles  by  Morley  and  Roosevelt  sup- 
plement each  other  excellently,  for  Roosevelt's  treatment 
of  the  subject  is  sketchy,  pictorial,  and  dramatic,  while 
Morley's  presentation  is  scholarly,  illuminating,  and  dis- 
passionate. Many  good  portraits  and  full  page  illustra- 
tions may  be  found  in  either  the  Century  or  Scribner  se- 
ries.

An  effective  bulletin  may  be  made  by  using  yellow 
card-board  as  background  for  silhouettes  of  witches  with 
broomsticks,  cauldrons,  and  cats,  cut  from  black  paper. 
A  brief  reading  list  to  post  with  the  bulletin  should  con- 
tain some  references  to'  the  origin  and  customs  of  the 
day,  and  others  to  articles  describing  games  and  decora- 
tions for  Hallowe'en  parties,  and  to  ghost  stories,  as  an 
indication  of  the  fuller  resources  of  the  library.  The  de- 
mand for  such  material  is  always  greater  than  the  sup- 
ply, unless  pains  is  taken  to  keep  a  special  list  of  all 
Hallowe'en  references  in  the  library.  Such  a  list  should 
be  kept  up  to  date  by  making  yearly  additions  of  the  ar- 
ticles and  stories  that  appear  in  many  of  the  October  and 
November  periodicals,  and  the  occasional  apposite  chap- 
ter, poem,  or  story,  in  a  new  book.  It  is  much  better  to 
have  as  complete  a  list  of  references  as  possible  made  at 
the  start,  including  all  analytical  and  periodical  articles, 
and  afterwards  kept  up  to  date,  than  to  be  obliged  to 
hunt  down  the  material  anew  every  year.  It  takes  more 
time  in  the  beginning,  but  saves  time  in  the  end,  and 
gives  better  service  to  the  public. 

The  list  should  be  made  on  cards,  with  ample  guides 
for  the  various  phases  of  the  subject.  It  can  be  incorpor- 
ated in  the  card  catalogue,  unless  the  case  is  crowded, 
or  the  list  is  too  bulky.  But  as  it  is  for  an  annual  oc- 
casion, it  is  perhaps  as  well  to  keep  it  separately,  with  a 
cross  reference  in  the  main  catalogue  under  Hallowe'en 
to  the  special  list.  During  the  month  preceding  the  fes- 
tival, it  should  be  conveniently  placed  for  the  use  of  all 
patrons. 

It  is  also  expedient  to  collect  miscellaneous  material, 
including  newspaper  and  periodical  clippings  and  articles 
from  stray  sources,  that  describe  the  observance  of  the 
day,  illustrate  its  tricks,  etc.  The  fall  numbers  of  the 
Delineator,  Ladies'  home  journal,  and  similar  publica- 
tions, generally  contain  many  useful  references.  Dupli- 
cate copies  of  these  can  often  be  secured  from  friends, 
or  the  library's  own  copies  clipped,  if  the  files  of  these 
magazines  are  not  preserved.  Such  miscellaneous  mater- 
ial can  be  kept  in  pamphlet  files  ready  for  annual  use, 
and  will  prove  an  invaluable  supplement  to  the  material 
found  in  books  and  in  the  regular  periodical  files.

December  25.     Christmas  Day 

Illustrative  material  for  Christmas  bulletin  work  is 
so  plentiful  that  it  is  rather  a  question  of  choosing  the  best 
from  the  large  amount  available,  than  of  hunting  for  pic- 
tures.. In  preparing  for  the  Christmas  display,  the  three 
distinct  phases  of  the  day  should  be  kept  in  mind:  that 
of  the  Christ  child  and  the  Madonna,  of  the  Santa  Claus. 
legend,  and  cf  the  modern  ways  of  celebration.  Bulle- 
tins that  give  the  Christian  significance  of  the  day  should 
be  displayed  quite  separately  from  those  illustrating  the 
other  phases.  Pictures  may  be  gathered  from  the  fol- 
lowing sources,  and  it  is  wise  to  have  a  large  collection 
for  this  holiday,  not  only  for  selection  in  bulletin  work, 
but  for  the  use  of  patrons  who  wish  all  kinds  of  illus- 
trations for  different  purposes  at  this  season.

The  pictures  listed  in  the  three  catalogues  are  for  the 
most  part  copies  of  the  same  masterpieces,  differing  only 
in  the  style  of  reproduction. 

The  December  numbers  of  the  magazines  year  after 
year  are  gay  in  Christmas  covers  and  rich  in  timely  il- 
lustrations. Duplicate  copies  should  be  secured  for  clip- 
ping. Christmas  posters  of  the  various  magazines  are 
also  desirable. 

The  reading  list  that  is  posted  with  the  Christmas  bul- 
letin should  be  brief,  as  an  index  only  to  the  fuller  refer- 
ences that  the  library  has  gathered  on  such  topics  as, 
The   Nativity,    Christmas    customs   in    other    lands,    Toys 
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and  toy-making,  Christmas  cards,  Christmas  dinner, 
Christmas  gifts,  Christmas  greens,  Christmas  plays, 
poems,  songs,  stories,  etc.  There  is  probably  no  holiday 
for  which  so  many  demands  are  made  on  the  library  as 
for  Christmas,  and  the  fore-handed  librarian  will  have  all 
resources  available  for  ready  use.  The  same  plan  should 
be  followed  that  has  already  been  described  under  Hal- 
lowe'en. 

A  collection  of  clippings  concerning  Christmas  customs, 
games,  etc.  should  be  made  as  suggested  for  Hallowe'en. 
A  collection  of  poems,  clipped  from  magazines  or  other 
sources  and  mounted  on  single  sheets  for  individual  cir- 
culation will  be  found  especially  valuable  for  "pieces"  in 
schools,  Sunday  schools,  and  home  entertainments.  It  is 
worth  while  to  manifold  copies  of  the  best  known  Christ- 
mas poems,  on  the  typewriter,  mounting  these  also  on 
single  sheets.  Such  classics  as  0  little  town  of  Bethle- 
hem by  Phillips  Brooks;  God  rest  ye  merry  gentlemen; 
Birthday  gift  by  Christina  Rossetti;  Visit  from  St. 
Nicholas  by  C.  C.  Moore,  can  thus  be  made  available  for 
many  children. 

Some  of*  the  special  publications  that  have  been  issued 
for  the  Christmastide  though  not  always  edited  with 
discrimination,  will  be  found  useful  in  every  library. 
Most  of  these  publications  are  in  paper  covers,  and  if 
duplicate  copies  are  purchased,  the  best  selections  can 
be  cut  out,  mounted,  and  added  to  the  collection  of  clip- 
pings. A  complete  copy  should  also  be  kept  for  the 
shelves. 

Christmas  plays  are  always  in  demand,  and  a  few  of 
these  are  listed  also,  for  all  kinds  of  material  can  be 
used  in  a  library  to  meet  the  many  requests  for  celebra- 
tions  at  this  season.
